The system is set up to provide instant scoring and candidates will
immediately receive an online result notice.

Q: What is an eligibility list?

An eligible list consists of applicants who have passed all parts of the
examination and can be considered for employment, based on their
score. Generally the top three ranks (highest scores) are considered
immediately employable and will be contacted first.

Q: How long will I remain on the eligibility list?

Minimum of 12 months.

Yes, however, if your eligibility to apply for the current career
opportunities is based on your place on open lists you may waive
only three times before you are removed from the list.
